As 1 stood 
above them recently with a distingu¬ 
ished engineer who had been a strenu¬ 
ous adrocate of a sea level canal, I 
asked him If ha could conceive of n 
safer place In which to put u great 
ship thun Inside ou* of the locks, uud 
he replied without hesitation or equiv¬ 
ocation that he could net 
When the time comes to operate the 
caual, this fact will be demonstrated 
so clearly that all ‘the world will 
recognize It Every device that hu¬ 
man Ingenuity can conceive has beeu 
adopted to secure safety for the vessel* 
using the locks. In the first place, no 
vessel will b* permitted to enter or 
pass through them ..under Its owu 
power. The worst accidents which 
have occurred In locks hitherto have 
Bern due to. an engineer In the englua 
room misinterpreting a signal from tba 
bridge, either going ahead when bo 
should havo gotao back, or vice versa, 
and ramming a gate. 

When a vessel arrives at a lock at 
Gatun or Mlraflores, It will be tied up 
to the approach wall and turned over 
to. the absolute control of the canal 
authorities. These will place a repre¬ 
sentative of their own on the bridge 
and another In the engine room. They 
will then connect the towing locomo¬ 
tives, or “electric mules,” with tha 
ship, two on either side and In, ad¬ 
vance of the bow, and two on either 
aide and In the rear of the stern, and 
proceed to tow bier Into the lock.—Jo¬ 
seph Bncklln Bishop In Scribner’s.

In 
the theory and practice of placer min¬ 
ing a* anv man in the North, and 
proved it by remits. It is told of one 
of these venturesome six that once, to 
save her husband’• back at Nome from 
failure, she traveled three hundred 
mile* in midwinter, alone-and by dog- 
reain, carrying a aubsj(antlat\ eloan-up 
of gold nugseta from har own holdings. 
By day and night, through show and 
blizxard, ahe kept to the traitr'1and 
reached Nome, with her golden relief, 
just rn time to avert ihe threatened dis¬ 
aster. 

Another woman, not a gold hunter, 
mushed 1,450 miles from Rampart to 
Whitehorse, in the Tukon. She did it 
alone, too, end in the dead of a deadly 
winter. With her train of dog* ahe 
mad* an average of twenty-five miles a 
day, and on one or two day* covered 
thirty-fire milei. That la good travel¬ 
ing on the winter trail, even for a man, 
and especially good for a woman when 
for the greater part of tho way ahe ran, 
not rode, holding only by her hands to 
tho bare of tho dog-aleigh. For on some 
day* it was too eold torrid*; fifty and 
sixty and seventy below zero, whleh 
means that one must keep moving. 

Just like, a man, thla women inusher 
rode and tramped, eometimea breaking 
a way ahead for the dogs when she 
‘zero fog was too denae for them to 
see. Just like a man, too, when out of 
reaeh of tho road houses, ahe made 
camp at night-time beside the trail, 
and alept the deep warm sleep of the 
outdoor North. A hole in the snow for 
a bad, a few fir branches for a mat¬ 
tress, nnd hor Arctic dog robes for 
bedspreads, she lay hetself down to 
•leap, alone; and at grey dawn ahe was 
~np~ and o ff a ga i n ■ — Not many women, 
could have done it, but this woman did 
it, tad suffered .nothing more eerious 
than tht loss of a few pounds weight 
in her two monthi on the winter trail. 

Strange honeymoon trip* sometimes 
fall to the lot of northern brides.' A 
newly-wedded couple at Whitehorse 
wished to go to Dawson, their home- 
to-b*. But they were too l&tp in tha 
season to catch tha laat steamer up 
the Yukon, and for a month they wait¬ 
ed In Whitehorie. When tho first 
mow earn* they cat out for home by 
the overland routa. A strange bridal 
outfit it was) dogs, and grubliox, and 
a lied big enough for two: and an 
arduoua bridal tour ahead of them, v ia 
the winter Yukon trail. But they had 
a good time. The weather was not too 
■harp, the going waa good, and the 
numerous road houses along tha Daw- 
•on train made convenient'stopping 
placet.

In the West the name of Angus Mac- 
hay ia a household expreaison. because 
for twenty six years is has meant 
friendship nod counsel to tbe farmer of 
the plains says Norman Lambert in To¬ 
ronto Globe. Mr. Mackhy is the super 
inteudent of the Dominion Experimen¬ 
tal Farm at Indian Head, and he is tho 
only superintendent that institution has 
ever had. More then tbst, he is tha 
pioneer, the father, of agriculture in 
Western Canada. Saskatchewan is his 
Province uow, and Saskatchewan people 
claim him as their Greed Old Man, but 
Mr. Mackay’s field of influence knows 
no Provincial boundaries. Ho came into 
tbe West long before tho three Prairie 
Provinces were formed, and he ia known 
and remembered boat, perhaps, for his 
work during the long, hard years prior 
to 190(5. Early In July it wns announced 
tnat Angus Machoy was being retired 
bv the Government from the farm at In¬ 
dian Head to take a better position, and 
from Manitoba to Alberta, from tho 
boundary line to the northerly limits of 
the agricultural belt, this general word 
was spoken: "There ia nothing too 
good in this world that they can do for 
him." 

Angus Mackey came to the great 
Northwest in 1982. He waa amongst 
the first contingent of neuters which 
came West from Ontario upon tha 
opening of the 0. P. R. to Manitoba. 
The majority of the old Ontario im¬ 
migrant* at that time were taking 
land In the southern part of Mani¬ 
toba, and In that district to-day, ex¬ 
cepting the Mennonites, the sene and 
daughters of the pioneers in Bruce, 
Huron end Grey counties still com¬ 
prise a large percentage of the popio- 
Iatlon. Whether or not it was be¬ 
cause Mr. Mackey and the three 
friends who accompanied him were 
not descenda. a of Huron, Grey or 
Bruce; or because they hail a more 
canny’ genius for locating good soil, 
that they passed Manitoba by and 
proceeded to lands situated on the 
eastern threshold of the Northwest 
Territories is not known. But sub¬ 
sequent events would rather go to 
support the latter theory. At any 
rate, they were In the van of the first 
big' trek of Ontsiro farmers to the 
West, and, like their Celtic forefather* 
amid the primitive and pioneer sur¬ 
roundings in Eastern Provinces in 
the early days, they have labored 
hsrd and well, and have set up stand¬ 
ards of thoroughness which are just 
now beginning to prevail throughout 
tbe entire plains country. 

1 The three men who came West with 
-Angua_JHackay in ’eighty-two were 
Willlamsoh,~MHIer e nd B oon.— They 
ell hailed from Ontario County, On- 
torio, in the vicinity of'Pickering. Mr. 
Mackey, who, was born in that lo¬ 
cality in 1841, was also educated at 
the old Whitby Grammar School. In 
J86<5 he was Lieutenant in the 34th 
Regiment of Fort Erie, and was en¬ 
gaged in active service at the time 
of the Fenian Raid. So, although being 
known now principally for his work 
of tho past, thirty years in Western 
Canada Mr. MackaV spent tho first 
forty one years of his life iu the 
East. When the group ot the four 
Ontario County farmers left for tho 
Western frontier the C. P. K. was 
running only as war west as Oak 
ljike, at that time a point 165 miles 
beyond Winnipeg. After Ook Lake, n 
lonely, boundless expanse of prairie 
was the only view, and ou toward 
tho western’ skyline journeyed tbe 
four sellers with their wagons and 
cumbersome ox-teams, for a distance 
of 150 miles, when they came to tho 
fertile dixts.ict now surrounding In¬ 
dian Head. Then they selected Ihcir 
homesteads, in a block, formed n 
com, any with themselves as tbe only 
shareholders, and decided, in this 
was’, to work on s co operative basis. 
Two of those old Iiomesteads havo 
since changed hands. They belonged 
to Miller nnd WTIUsmson, who lived 
long enough to see the wheat belt move 
in jumps from the western boundary of 
Manitoba to the fertile plains of the 
Peace River Valley. 

For fit* years these four men work¬ 
ed together, and then, in 1887; the 
Dominion Government undertook to 
establish sn experimental farm iu 
Western Canada.

Nickel In Soapmaking. 

It will probably be news to the BY* 
ernge ablutionlst that the met&l nickel 
Is used In making his soap. And fur¬ 
ther, perhaps, be will be glad to learn 
that although the nickel, finely ground, 
Is mixed with the other soap ingredi¬ 
ents, the finished product contains non* 
of It. This Is so because the nickel 
acts as what the chemists call a cata¬ 
lyst—that it, Its presenc* causes cer¬ 
tain desirable changes to occur, al¬ 
though it takes no part In the chemical 
reaction. Offensive oils and those too 
thin for satisfactory use, when mixed 
with finely divided nickel and subjected 
to the action of a current of hydrogen, 
become deodorized and harder and suit¬ 
able for the soap maker’s use. Cotton¬ 
seed oil, for example, after the nickel- 
hydrogen treatment, makes a satisfac¬ 
tory soap.—New York Post.

The theory of It la simple. At tha 
door la a piano wire tuned to a certain 
key, so that when th* lazy man In th* 
bed whistle* In that key tbo wire will 
vibrato In sympathy. Tbe vibrating 
wire strikes nnother wire, completing 
an electric circuit, and by mean* of a 
maguet th* door ia unlocked.

SYNOPSIS Of CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 

T HE sole head of • family, or any 
ina'.e over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead « quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitobu. Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Affeney or Sub Agency for the District 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands (not sub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months resilience u)ion 
and Cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi¬ 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re 

a uired to oarn homestead patent) and 
3 acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price. 
$3 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a-house worth $300.

cent of the area occupied as farm 
lauds. 

Laud in field crops increased 
from 188.476 acres in 1900 to 2,067- 
503 acres in 1910. Tbe Brea noder 
chief crops iu 1911 was 3,377,263. 
ThiB represents an average per 
bolding of 54 in 1911 as compared 
with au average of about 2 acres in 
1901. 

The land under wheat, all kinds, 
in 1910 was 879,301 acres with a 
total production of 9,060,210 bush, 
ou areas harvested. The area sowu 
to wheat for the harvest 1911 was 
305,7»8 acres fall wheat and 1,144,- 
138 spring wheat, making a total 
of 1,639,974 acres, being an in¬ 
crease of fall wheat of 101,152 
acres and spring wheat of 659,521 
aores in oue year. The area under 
spring wheat showed a better in¬ 
crease for the harvest year 1911 
over 1910 than it made in the ten 
years previous to 1910 This is 
also true of rye aud flax. From 
the returns of enumerators it is 
ascertained that 265,699 aores out 
of a total of 2,067,503 planted in 
1910 did not produoe a orop. 

The average of non-produotive 
areas sown iu 1910 was 15.22 per 
oeut. for wheat, 8.10 per oeut for 
barley, 14.04 per oeut for oats, 
28 78 per oeut for flax. Mixed 
grains are stated to have prodnoed 
a yield for every acre sown.
